‘I'he application was for a 
certificate ander the Bankruptey Act of 
1849, The 256th section of thut Statute 
provided that ‘if at nny sitting for tho 
allowtnos of the cartificate of any bank- 
rupt it shall appoar that he has com- 
mitted’ .... any of certain offences 
.... ‘the Court shall refuse to grant 
euch certificate.’ Ft was hold that mis- 
conduct before the passing of the Act could 
be properly regarded upon the application ; 
thero, although conduct before the passing 
of the Act was held to be conduct to which 
the clause referred, thero was no vested 
right of the applicant interfered with ; tho 
cattificate was the creation of the Act, sad 
the clauas morely annexed condition to tho 
right to acortificate under the Act, ‘This 's 
therefore not an instance of tha retrospec:ive 
operation of a Statute in thoaense of its dus- 
troying or modifying a pre-cxisting right. In 
ex parte Dawson, BR L. 19 Bq. 433 {also 
cited by the defendants) sectfan 91 uf tha 
Bankraptoy Act, 1869, which declared that 
ceriain settlements were void, was hold to 
apply to svttlements mada before the pass- 
ing of the Act; but there sgain no ght 
wae interfered with, because, as pointed out 
in the judgment, such sottlements had 
been also void under a section of tho pre- 
vious Bankruptey Act, for which sec:i on 91 
was substituted. There are, howe vor, cases 
whore Statutes, especially such as deal with 
the practice and procedure of courts of 
justice, havo been held to relate brok so as 
te modify the position uf parties bofore the 
Statates p csod, It is true that generally 
such Statutes havo contained provisions 
which mitigated the effect of tho ea past 
facto operation, but even in the absence of 
such provisions the clear intention of the 
law muat bé followed.

TUE. HOME RULE. AGITATION :—POSSIBLLITLES 


OF WAR. 

On March’ 11th the London Spectator, in 
a careful and conservative article relating 
to Ulster’s attitude, said: Whether the 
Protestant - oounties of Ulster will rebol 
against an Trish, Cotholiq._ Parliament 
seated in Dublin is,.of oourso, doubtfal, 
quiet industrials being slow to take up 
arms, but we should say, looking at the 
whole matter as historians, and witbont 
projudice in favor of any party, the bal- 
anoa of probability lies on that side. 

Tho gulf which divides the Ulstermen 
from tho southerners in race, ereed and 
form of oivilization is both wide and 
deep. Tho former will be. slarmed. for 
their creed, which, if not directly porse- 
outed, will be troated-as n disqualification 
for office ; for their property, which, if not 
actually menaced ‘by confiscating. laws, 
will be crippled by new taxation to ‘en~ 
sourago’ tha industries of ‘the south ; and 
for their honor, whioh, if they yield aiter 
0 many protestations, will be assailed by 
storms of-ridioule.. _ fo Sera be hae 

The six counties cannot defeat England | 
any more than all Treland could ; but defeat- 
ing England would not be their object, but 
to make such a resistance that Hapland, 
stirred to ite depths with sympathy, might 
reinclude them in her dominion,. It is, of 
course, most diffioult for a provines to hold 
itsown against a kingdom, but the new 
government of Ireland would not at first be 
a atrong one, and it might not have the 
control of any powerful force of Dritish 
troops, the imperial government hesitating 
to act in face either of Parliament or of its 
own military officers. The Ulstermen, so 
should think, would have o few weeks’ time, 
aad might, after oreating a provisional fo~ 
vernment charged ‘to defend this division 
ot Queen Victoria’s dominion,’ if even fairl: 
armed, construct and defend o Plevna which 
no Irish local forco could carry, and which 
it would take 20,000 of the best British 
troops two months to occupy by storm. 

With Canadiana, Scotehmen, Englishmen 
and probably Germans swarming to offer 
aid, the defenso of such a Plevua might be a 
grand one, and would certainly excite @ 
commotion in Great Britain that woald 
shako any Ministry and impede the action of 
any Parliament. The end, we see reason to 
believe, would ‘be o compromise, whiob, by 
making them either a canton of Ireland or 4 
division of England, would release tho six 
counties from immediate dependence apon 
any Irieh central autbority, It would-be 
too painful to pat out the full force of the 
Empire for the utter subjugation of mon 
who only ask to remain subject to its Par- 
liament, and too great e draft besides on the 
loyalty of officers willing to die in any quar+ 
rel save one against which their conscienvos 
and their honour taight alike revolt. 

But would Ulster or the six counties 
have the moral right to embark in ‘such a 
struggle? It is‘very difficult to ony whore 
the right of rebellion begins and ends. It 
certainly exists, or slavery, for instance, 
might be eternal; and it is as certainly 
not universal, or there could be no so» 
ciety. Oa the whole we should say that 
the right arose wherever ao intulerable 
wroug existed mot ourable in any other 
way, as jn tho once of slavery ; wherever s 
higher raco was subjected to a lower one, 
as in the case of Bulgarians and Turks, 
and wherever a race wae transferred from 
ono duminion to another without ita own 
consent, 28 was the case with the Tyro- 
lese. 

Tf it is contended that Irish opinion must 
be the judge as to the right or wroug of any 
rebellion in Ireland, we reply that even if 
that ba so Ireland cannot hold two ountra~ 
dietory qpinions at once. She pleads that 
‘her people being o separate people, have a 
right to welf-government and would have & 
right to rebel to get it if they had a chance. 
Very good; but then the mea of the North 
are a separate people, too, ond have also the 
right to rebel if they will ruo the risk, 
They are nut a nation ang do nat pretend to 
be one, but thes area part of a natiun seat 
edon their lochs and bills for hundreds of 
yeays, during which they have never given 
up their elaim 
Thoy have been as perstetont in their sepa- 
rateness as the Irish thomeclves, if that is 
a claim to he respected. 

We sball be sorry to sea the Ulstermen in 
Insurrection, even if the howe rule bill 
passes, for civil war is the destruction of 
sivil life, nadin most eases a crime iustiy, 
aswellos legally, punishable with death, 
but we canuot say that, according to rosog~ 
nized ‘moralitles, they will be in the wrong, 
avbile wo eon say that we think they will 
try it. If they move before the bill passes, 
of course they will give up ell claim to justi- 
fieaion and ull English sympathy, but just. 
ly irritated aa they aro, they are not 80 mad 
an that, There are fanatics among them, 
but thoir leadora bold them well io hand, 
aud- the Catholicos of Belfast are, we trust 
and believe, us safe as those of Glasgow or
